The Japanese government pays toy ves¬ 
sels owned exclusively by Japanese en¬ 
gaged in taking seals, whales, or certain 
kinds of fish, bounties not exceeding in 
aggregate each year 150,000 yen, or $74,- 
700. 

“Through the United States minister to 
Japan it haa been learned that in 1001 
four vessels sailing under the Japanese 
flag, three of them navigated by Amer¬ 
icans, took seals on the American side in 
Behring Sea, and that during the current 
year a number of Japanese sealers 
would, visit Behring Sea. The minis¬ 
ter’s reports show that no foreigner has 
under Japanese ownership, and that 
vessels owned and managed both by 
Americans and Canadians were so en¬ 
gaged, and were meeting with good soo¬

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS.

. 17th to 24th December, 1902. 

Daring the greater part of the week a 
high barometer area has been central over 
the North Pacific states. On tho 17th Its 
limits included the lower psrt of the prov¬ 
ince, and this position was maintained until 
Thursday evening, when the pressure In 
British Columbia began to decrease, and by 
next evening s storm are* of marked 
energy bad developed ou the Vancouver 
Island and Washington coast, and s heavy 
gale occurred at the entrance to the Straits 
of Fuca. On Saturday the storm had 
crossed the province and centred In Cariboo 
and Alberta, whence it gradually passed 
northward through the Territories. In the 
meantime the pressure bad again Increased 
In the adjoining states and spread into the 
province. On Sunday a fresh disturbance 
appeared on our coast, the pressure gave 
way, and by nightfall a strong easterly 
gale prevailed and cautionary storm sig¬ 
nals were displayed here. The gale, 
though not of long continuance, was also 
very heavy on the Straits of Georgia. 
Monday was unsettled, the barometer re¬ 
maining low and the wind shifting to tbe 
eastward. . On Tueaday the pressure in¬ 
creased in tbe Pacific antes and spread

these cylinders is quite open and the 
other closed, but with a hole in the 
centre slightly larger than the bore of 
the gun. The .cylinders are placed in the 
tube till it is quite full. Then a screw 
plug is inserted, and all are pressed 
ii to close contact. 

The tube is thus divided into a series 
of small compartments communicating 
with the bore of the gun and with each 
other by small holes at their bases. The 
result is that the volume of sound and 
the flash of the discharge are broken 
up. As soon as ttio shot clears the 
muzzle the gas rushes to the first com- 
parUnentj where it is retained until the 
tare projectile is dear of the entrance 
to the second cylinder, when it im¬ 
mediately follows it. Tills process is re¬ 
peated from one compartment after an¬ 
other, with the result that the gas has 
gradually more and more room for ex¬ 
pansion, and when the projectile finally 
leaves the tqbe the greater portion of 
tho gas ha# be*n collected in a reduced 
state of compression in the tube, from 
which it fiqally escapes without flash or 
sound. *■

It must not be thought for a moment 
that we impute wrong-doing to our con¬ 
temporary in connection with this mat¬ 
ter.

EXHIBITION ACCOUNTS. 


Mayor Hayward is particularly anxi¬ 
ous that there shall be no discussion of 
exhibition matters until the question of 
the Mayoralty for the coming year has 
teen settled. Such a desire is not unna¬ 
tural, all things considered. Bat the 
fair is an institution in which the rate- 
of •'Victoria are vitally interested. 

"Efficient management there 
should have been a surplus instead of a 
deficit on account of the operations of 
the past two years. The show cannot 
be permitted to lapse. The deficits must 
be met, and the people of Victoria will 
have to meet them. There are suspi¬ 
cions that there was mismanagement; 
that the fair was used by aspiring muni- 
jefrix] polit icians for the purpose of en¬ 
hancing (heir reputations and entrench¬ 
ing the schemers in offices they lust 
afu-r. It is palpable that in this one in¬ 
stance at least their ambition got the 
better of their discretion. The taxpay¬ 
ers of the city will be compelled to pay 
for their mistakes. Therefore it is utter 
nonsense to say, as Mayor Hayward 
does, that there is no reasonable connec¬ 
tion between the affairs of the exhibi¬ 
tion and those of the corporation. The 
liabilities of the association must be 
met; the wages of the employees must 
be pdid. The people of Victoria will 
have to put their hands in their pockets 
and pay them. And those who pay the 
bills will want to know why, with re¬ 
ceipts of three thousand dollars iu ex¬ 
cess of the estimates for the past exhi¬ 
bition, it is necessary to tap the city 
treasury at all. There can be no ques¬ 
tion that if a reasonable assurance can¬ 
not be given of the maintenance of a 
balance between revenue and expendi¬ 
ture there will bo a demand that the 
fair shall be dropped altogether. The 
people would be quite willing, we are 
sure, to make due allowances for unfav¬ 
orable seasons. But the past two shows 
were conducted under very auspicious 
circumstances, and the citixens were left 
with a bill in excess of ten thousand dol¬ 
ors to settle. Now is the time to fix 
the responsibility for such a state of 
affairs and to determine what course 
shall be adopted for the future. 

The people who in the meantime are 
patiently waiting for the moneys they 
honestly earned would like to know 
what system was adopted in settling ac¬ 
counts while there were funds in the 
treasury. We knew that several of fche 
newspapers of the province have drawn 
upon the association and that the drafts 
were returned to them by the banks, 
marked “no funds." That is not a very 
judicious way of advertising the Vic¬ 
toria exhibition. It is scarcely necessary 
for ns to point out that unless steps be 
taken without delay to counteract the 
evil effects of mismanagement the in¬ 
fluences which will be brought to bear 
next year will be the reverse of favor¬ 
able. For that reason we say there 
"should be no delay about straightening 
out the unfortunate tangle. The docu¬ 
ment which follows proves that there 
were favored creditors of the associa¬ 
tion. It would be interesting to know 
|jf there were many of them or if the 


pressions? It says very little for the I 
platform abilities of the ministers. Is it ^ 
not more likely that the electors of 
North Victoria refused to take the 
speakers seriously, or possibly that the 
orators were so manifestly insincere that 
the voters could not consider them seri¬ 
ously ? It is generally accepted as a fact 
that a public speaker who is not sincere 
or has not the faculty of creating the 
impression of sincerity has bat little in¬ 
fluence upon the minds of his auditors. 
The ministers are quite sincere in one 
of tbeir desires: that is to retain office 
as long as possible. But they have 
changed their policy so often at the be¬ 
hests of the section of the opposition 
whose support was indispensable to their 
existence and on the demands of a 
gentleman named Greenshields that the 
public is not to be greatly blamed for 
becoming sceptical and settling down 
into the conviction (.bat the government 
is uot serious. The Attorney-General 
was surely loud enough in his denunci¬ 
ations and reckless enough in his charges 
to create impressions if the minds of 
the electors had been open 4© such. But 
Mr. Eberts’s frothings were as calmly 
set aside as Colonel Prior’s “reason¬ 
ings,” and the majority of the people of 
North Victoria kept their minds stead¬ 
fastly fixed upon three facts: The gov¬ 
ernment was not to be trusted; the con¬ 
stituency had been treated with dis¬ 
courtesy and injustice; Mr. Paterson, by 
reason of his natural abilities and the 
weakness of the case of his opponents, 
was more than a match for the political 
veterans who had como out against him. 
Rural life is conducive to sincerity of 
view and uprightness and strength of 
character. The government workers suc¬ 
ceeded in getting a larger number of 
electors than usual to the polls, but all 
their forces of eloquence and persuasion 
could not turn a baker’s dozen of the 
sturdy farmers from the coarse they had 
mapped out for themselves when they 
were denied justice by the former gov¬ 
ernment. 

From the point of view of the Col¬ 
onist the result of the election in North 
Victoria has created “a rather unfor¬ 
tunate political condition." That may 
be interpreted as an admission that the 
government recognises that it is in a 
minority in the House. But yet there 
is hope. The Colonel will not resign 
just yet He is a “leader of force, de¬ 
finiteness of idea, and great popularity, 
a man to whom winning or losing In 
politics does not mean winning or losing 
office, but success or failure in carrying 
measures he has at heart." Do you not 
believe it? Did Colonel Prior not pro¬ 
mise to resign if he failed to carry out 
the pledges by which he secured election 
in Victoria? He could not persnade tbe 
Legislature to adopt hi* policy, so he 
adopted tbe policy of the Legislature 
and haqded iq his resignation—-to a com¬ 
mittee, and Mr. D. R. Ker has the docu¬ 
ment yet.

Our feelinga 
when the ship steamed nearer and near¬ 
er until she was level with us, and we 
saw her put oat a boat, can hardly be 

described- 

“We were saved! Our terlble priva¬ 
tions were at an eqd! Il fca rt? British 
cheers reached our ears os the boat 
neared us, and we responded as well as 
we were able^ Moat of us managed to 
struggle to onr feet when the whaleboat 
came alongside, and, with the assistance 
of the sailors, we got aboard her. Out 
of 10 of us that left the scene of the 
wreck only eight were left. We were at 
once supplied with nourishing food, and 
quickly transferred to the warship, 
where we received every comfort and at¬ 
tention. Had we been with our parents 
and wives we could not have been more j 
tenderly looked after."

In the General Report on the census 
of Ireland, just issued as a volume of 
640 pages, attention is drawn to the fact 
that in every 100,000 of the population 
there wan a decrease of 3,204 in the 
number under twenty years as compared 
with 1891, and an increase of 2,490 in 
those in the period from twenty to fifty- 
fire years, and of .704 in persons aged 
fifty-five and npward. The centenarians 
in 1901 numbered 497 (194 males and 
903 females); in 1891, 578 (229 males

Details of the loss of the steamer 
lEliugamite on the Three Kings rocks, 
off New Zealand, last month, are con¬ 
tained in the Australian papers received 
by R. M. S. Moana, which arrived on 
Wednesday night. The story has al¬ 
ready been published in brief in tele¬ 
graphic dispatches received, bot par¬ 
ticulars of the t^rible disaster were 
then referred to meagrely. It will be re¬ 
membered that the disaster came with¬ 
out warning, the *>ig steamer being up 
against the rocks almost before her ter¬ 
rible predicament was realized. A slight 
bump was followed by an awful crunch¬ 
ing and breaking of timbers. Ashore 
the rocks towered high and alongside 
there wag a seething and angry stretch 
of watjr broken every few feet by rough 
and sharp pinnacles, which seem to sug¬ 
gest lo the frightened ones aboard 
that certain death lay in any effort of 
escape. In half an hour the decks were 
afloat, and before th® passengers could 
get into the boats they were standing 
up to their waists in water. As a num¬ 
ber of the boats were lowered they 
were dashed to pieces, and their occu¬ 
pants billed or drowned. Others, how¬ 
ever, succeeded in getting dear of the 
wessel with good loads.

Hohourn with 37 passengers and 15 sea¬ 
men and two dead bodies. On the newt 
being telegraphed from there the steam¬ 
er Zealandia was dispatched to the scene 
of the disaster, and succeeded in picking 
up 89 of the aurvivora. Capt. Reid, one 
of the officers, tells of 70 survivors who 
landed in the boats and who spent the 
night on a rock swept 'by storm. They 
•were drenched to the skin, and many of 
the women were in an exhausted condi¬ 
tion. Next morning a search . for' the 
missing was instituted. A forecabin 
steward was rescued by the party from 
a rock which he had reached the previ¬ 
ous night. All about in the waters dead 
bo%| could be seen floating about on 
the surface. On Big King Island were 
many of the shipwrecked one* who were 
being provided for by the relief party 
'when the 'Zealandia came along, and 
all weye taken aboard by meana of a 
line stretched ashore. 

From this island the Zealand! went 
down to the Island from where the relief 
party had started, and there picked up 
70 more of the unfortunates. Captain 
Reid strongly condemned the conduct of 
the Austrian passengers aboard, stating 
that they refused to assist in any way, 
while the womenfolk worked all the 
time, haling out the boats with their 
boots. 

When H. M. S. Penguin, which had 
gone to seek survivors was about 60 
miles northeast of the Three Kings, the 
bottom boards of a boat find other 
wreckage were seen in the water. Short¬ 
ly afterwards one of the men. stationed 
at the masthead sang out that a raft 
was in sight. In seven minutes past four 
♦he steamer was alongside the raft, and 
it was seen that several of its occupants 
were aHve. Only one man was stand¬ 
ing on the raft. Three were kneeling 
down, and the remainder were crouched 
in sitting positions. The men and the 
raft were taken on board. The me* 
were in a very feeble condition, and 
some of them were too dazed to give in¬ 
telligible answers to questions. 

Home of the men stated that some 
hours before they were rescued they 
saw a steamer approach, and that a. 
boat had been lowered from it, and 
had come near them, but did not pick 
them up. 

Hteven R. Neil, one of those on tilil 
raft, gave n detailed narrative of his 
terrible privations. He said: 

“There were 19 of us upon the raft, 
over whif'h the wave© were breaking. 
We were half submerged. The other 
raft—which had left the vessel earlier^— 
was above water. Its deck was dry, 
the cylinders appears to be built higher, 
nnd it was not so crowded. I called to 
this rnft, and asked tne men upon it to 
find room among them for the fore- 
cabin stewardess. Whether they thought 
there was n danger of swamping if they 
approached too close I don’t know, but 
they did not take the poor woman. Homo 
time later this raft came nearer, and 
three of onr men jumped out to her, 
and were taken aboard The jolly boat 
then came along, with the purser, Fred. 
Chambers, In command. It was leak¬ 
ing nnd could hold to more.

The property is located on Sophie 
Monntaln, in the vicinity of the Velvet, 
and has been closed for four years. 
When operated, the only transportation 
was over a bridle-path, and the big de¬ 
posit of concentrating ore could not be 
utilised. 

William Thompson, general manager 
of the Rossland-Kootenay Company, has 
rnnde examination and states that the 
principal tunnel cuts through a shoot of 
ore 350 feet long, and having an aver¬ 
age of 250 feet of backs. This body has 
fully 20,000 tons of pay ore in sight. 
The Teln carries qnartx-gangue, with 
gold, silver and copper values. The aver¬ 
age is unknown until the vein is thor¬ 
oughly sampled. Mr. Thompson says 
the property is an ideal concentrating 
proposition. Lower treatment and trans¬ 
portation charges now make it possible 
to operate the Victory-Triumph at a 
handsome profit, and Mr. Mjlne will 
take steps to arrange resumption im¬ 
mediately on returning to London. His 
idea is to install a “high speed” gravita¬ 
tion stamp mill, a new mechanical in¬ 
vention, and to pass the product of the 
mill over Wilfley tables, shipping the re¬ 
sulting concentrate to the smelter. He 
believes that Sophie Mountain is juat 
entering on an era of renewed activity, 
and that it will produce several dividend¬ 
paying mines.

The management of the C. P. R. Co. 
has Issued the details of its plan of su¬ 
perannuation under which ito officers and 
permanent employee*, who, after years* 
of faithful service, have reached an age 
when they are unequal to the further 
performance of their duties, will become 
entitled to a retiring allowance. “The 
system adopted calls for no contribution 
from ithe employees themselves,” soys 
the president. Sir Thomas 8haughnessy, 
in hie circular iccompanying the rules 
and regulations. 

“The company hopes by thus volun¬ 
tarily establishing a system undet* 
which a continued Income will be as¬ 
sured to these who after years of con¬ 
tinuous service are by age or infirmity 
no longer fitted to perform their duties, 
nnd without which they might be left 
entirely without imeans of support^ to 
build up among them a feeling of per¬ 
manency in their employment, an en-. 
larged interest in the company’s welfare, 
and a desire to ^emnin ind to devote 
their best efforts and attentiou to 
company's service.” 

The pension department is to be oper¬ 
ated by a 0 peci. 1 l committee, composed 
of the president, the vice-presidents aM 
the chief solicitor, their deliberations 
being subject to the approval of .the 
beard. The benefits of the pension fund 
apply only to those persona who have 
been required to give their entire time 
to the company, estimated upon the 
proportion of salary or wages received. 
The age limit is C5 yeais. The usual 
physical examination when retirement la 
asked is provided for. 

The pension allowance authorised 
shall be graded upon the following 
basis: For each year of service an al¬ 
lowance of one per cent, of the aver¬ 
age monthly pay received for the ten 
years preceding retirement. For In¬ 
stance, an employee has been in the ser¬ 
vice for forty years and received on an 
average for the last ten years fifty 
dollars per month, the pension allow- 
unoe would be forty per cent, of fifty 
dollars, or twenty dollars per month. 

The tco^ptance of a pension allow¬ 
ance does not debar a retired employee 
from engaging in other business, but 
such retired employee cannot bo engage 
in other btudnuu) nor re-enter the ser¬ 
vice of the company, except with the 
consent of the committee, without for¬ 
feiting his pension allowance. The es¬ 
tablishment and continuance of this 
system of pensions is entirely a volun¬ 
tary act ou the part of the company, 
and as the employees do not in any way 
contribute towards it, neither the action 
of the board of directors In establish¬ 
ing such a system, nor any other ac¬ 
tion now or hereafter taken, by them 
or by the committee in the Inaugura¬ 
tion or operation of the pension de¬ 
partment shall be construed as giving 
to any officer or employee of the com¬ 
pany g legal right to be retained in its 
service, or any legal right or claim to 
pension allowance. 

While it is the policy of the com¬ 
pany to encourage its employees to re¬ 
main with At and by faKhful aervice to 
earn « pension, the company expressly 
reserves Its right and privilege to dis¬ 
charge at any time any officer, agent, or 
employee, when the Interests of the com¬ 
pany, in its judgment, may so require, 
without liability for any claim for pen¬ 
sion or other allowance than the salary 
or wages due and unpaid.

Of conise the donor will 
he nenry C. Frick, once Carnegie’s close 
friend nnd business partner—now his bit¬ 
terest enemy. This statement is given 
ont by a man who speaks with author¬ 
ity and it is believed he is voicing the 
sentiments and plans of Mr. Frick. 

According to the authority referred to 1 
Mr. Frick will not only pay for the erec¬ 
tion of the buildings, but will donate the 
ground upon which the university is 
erected and then set $2,500,000 aside ns 
an endowment fund or as much in addi¬ 
tion as may be necessary. It has always 
been one of the rules of Mr. Carnegie hi 
making donations to stipulate that ttie 
citv shall furnish the site aud pay for its 
maintenance. 

Mr, Cnriiegie gave for the technical 
school $5,000,000. In a speech that he 
made during his last visit to' Pittsburg 
he said that he would give as much more 
ns was necessary.

The latter's 
site is as large as the one purchased by 
the city for the technical school and there 
is almost unlimited space adjoining, upon 
some of which Mr. Frick already has 
options. 

But it asserted that no matter what 
amount of money Carnegie spends on 
his buildings for the technical school 
Frick will double them. The sffhlr has 
already progressed so far that Mr. Frick 
has several noted architects travelling in 
Europe studying the various styles of 
architecture. His buildings will be the 
most magnificent that money can erect. 

The bitter feeling which now exists 
between Mr. Frick and Mr. Carnegie 
started about three years ago. Mr. Frick, 
desiring to secure Mr. Carnegie’s hold¬ 
ings in the steel concern, offered the 
laird of 8kiho $200,000,000 for his 
stock He gave $1,000,000 for the 
option. At the last moment J. P. Mor¬ 
gan, who was in the deal, backed out, 
and Mr. Frick was unable to raise the 
total amount. It was scarcely thought 
that Mr. Carnegie would tnke the money 
that was put up for the option, but he 
took it. Afterward Mr. Carnegie sold 
ont for over $300,000,000. Frick was 
forcing himself to the front, and the

H.rry Sedley, man.,er of the Robert 
Downinf Company wm. In the city yeater- 
day. He came out from Dawaon last spring, 
after an experience which would turn some 
heeds gray It waa^it the burning of the 
McDonald hotel. Owing to the severe cold 
the Are department\Was for a long time 
unable to handle the llatneg. As the hotel 
was burning from the top down. It seemed 
sqfe to remain on the lower floors while the 
fourth waa biasing a,way like a volcano. 
Harry and bis wife were at the theatre re¬ 
hearsing when the Are broke out. As all 
their earthly treasures were In their room 
at the hotel, he. when be heard of It, 
made a run. While he was hastily en¬ 
gaged in packing up the things lying about, 
the flames, unknown to him, drove every¬ 
one else from that floor. Then the wind 
switched around, and the crowds on the 
streets saw the flames take possession of 
the very room where Scdley nail appeared 
at the window a moment before to throw 
out a small truuk of clothing. He was 
seen st the window in the smoke for a 
moment, nnd a ye|,l went up for a ladder. 

The ladders were all on the other side 
of the building, and the lire would not 
wait. The crowd was rapidly worked up 
to the fever heat of synjpathetlc agony, 
which culminated In an audible groan as 
the slight flgure of the actor was observed 
to be climbing out of the window, with no¬ 
thing to climb onto but a atrip of wood 
some feet below, and which was but three 
inches wide. The next window at one side 
was yet unbroken, and the rnglng Are could 
be seen through the glass. The window 
was live feet away, and afforded no safety 
even If he reached it, as It was seen he 
was attempting to do. Had It been known 
that Bedlev was for years an athlete and 
acrobat, the feat which the crowd was 
now treated to would not have proved so 
thrilling. From window to window he 
made his way until there were no more. 
The Are had appeared at each window as 
he passed It. breaking the glass with a 
crash and streaming out Into the wintry 
air with a heat which drove back the 
crowd on the street below. Some seven 
feet from the window st which Sedley now 
stood was the iron lire escape. 

There waa no foothold to Jeap from, or 
the distance would not have Sfemed so 
agonisingly great. No ladders were yet 
forthcoming. Just as the heat within the 
building broke the last window, and the 
flames darted ont live feet Into the street, 
Hedley was seen to jump. The slim young 
fellow landed ou a prolection and was Been 
to be hanging by his hands, unable to 
draw himself up to the platform to await 
the ladder, which was now coming rapidly 
toward him, and whether he could hang on 
with that Intense beat at his back, was the 
question. But he did hold on. and was 
rescued a moment later with nothing worse 
than a ease of exhaustion, burned clothes 
snd scorched neck, and the loss of all his 
i valuables and wardrobe.
